New York, .May 19 —The sta te rest­ 
ed its case against Charles Becker, 
a fte r th e district atto rn e y had placed j 
before the jury what he considers was 
his 
most 
convincing 
evidence 
that 
B ecker knew Rosenthal was to be m ur­ 
dered, approved the crime and tried to 
protect the murderers. 
Jam es Marshall, a negro lad who 
s ings and d a n c e s in vaudeville, te s ti­ 
fied that Becker was talking with Jack 
Rose and two other men at about IO 
o'clock on the night of June 27. 1912. 
This was th#3 first and only creditable 
corroboration of Rose’s, W e b b e r s and 
Y allon’s story that ever got before a 
Becker jury. 
Charles B. PHU, who testified for 
Becker in the first trial, testified that 
Becker warned him, 
Plitt. 
to keep 
away from Times square “that night '; 
that Becker was angry and indignant 
over the bungling of the job; 
that 
Becker se n t him hack and forth to 
Rose with orders not to squeal, and. 
finally, that Becker told him to kill 
Rose if things went all to th e bad. 
F o r m e r Deputy Police Commissioner 
George 
S. 
Dougherty 
testified 
that 
B ecker said under questioning on July 
18. 1912, two days afte r the murder, 
that he had not seen or heard from 
Jack Rose since July ll, while Harry 
Pollock, R ose’s friend and refuge, t* s- 
tiflcd that Rose sent him to police 
h e a d q u a rte rs on July 17, the day after 
the murder; and that he carried back 
to R ose B e c k e r’s message not to worry 
and stay w here he was. 
Mrs. Lillian Rosenthal, the widow of 
th#3 gambler, corroborated Rose's story 
th a t Becker promised at the Elks club 
to do much lor her husband; 
that 
B e c k e r lent $l,50b to Rosenthal and 
b e c a m e a partner 
in th e gambling 
house and th at he bushed her cries on 
the night of the raid and told her to 
tell H e rm a n that Li#3 debt w a s can­ 
celled.

EAST AND THE WEST 


Niagara Fails, May 19.—All la in ; 
readiness for the meetings of the men 
who are to try to find a solution to the 
Mexican tangles. 
Tomorrow, under 
the roof of the Clifton hotel, from the 
top of which proudly flies the Union 
Jack, and around which will stand a 
guard of British soldiers, the South ; 
American mediators will m eet the del­ 
egates of General Huerta and the rep­ 
resentatives of the United States. 
The Duke of Connaught, governor j 
general of Canada, sent the following 
message to Ambassador Da Gama on 
his arrival here: 
“As governor gen­ 
eral, I welcome you on your arrival on 
Canadian soil and express my fervent 
hope that the efforts of yourself and ; 
your colleagues to preserve peace may 
meet with speedy and lasting suc­ 
cess.” 
The ambassador immediately sent 
the following reply to the duke: 
“J 
earnestly thank *our royal highness 
for your cordial words of welcome and 
your good wishes for the success of 
our work of international good will. 
We will he happy in being able to as 
sociate the good results of our efforts 
with the name of tne liberal and civi 
lized country which, under the gulf! 
ance of your royal highness, grows 
rapidly for the glory of the empire and 
the honor of our continent*’ 


Are Asiatics Or Europeans to 


Control World? 


Tokio, May 19.— A sensation was 
created here by a statement recently 
made at Wellington, N. Z., by Sir Ian 
Hamilton, inspector general of the 
British oversea forces, in which he, 
said among other things that the Pa 
cific was the meeting ground of con j 
tinents where the question might be 
decided of whether the Asiatics or the 
Europeans were going 
to guide the 
destinies of the world. 
The Nichi Ntchi, in commenting on 
this statem ent, declares that Japan 
has no warlike designs aud Is merely 
striving to live peacefully on an equal 
footing with the whites. 
“Neverthe­ 
less,” adds the paper, "we must pre­ 
pare to stand alone to face the white 
races In battle. 
We must inform the J 
other Asiatic countries of the fearful 
consequences of the prejtidices and un 
righteous attitude of the whites and 
call upon them 
to co-operate 
with 
Japan for our common defense.” 


New York, May 1 9 —Senors Babasu, 
Rodriguez and Hlguero, H it rta’s dele­ 
gates to the Niagara Falls mediation 
conference spent one hour in a room 
at the Hotel Astor debating the ad 
visabilitv of receiving reporters. 
\t 
the end of that time word was brought 
forth bv their spokesmen, Envoy Del 
Campo 
that they would not receive 
reporters, but that they wouki issue a 
written statement. 
Two hours later Senor Del Campo 
appeared with the following missive 
to the people of the United States: 
“The discretion which the delicacy 
of their mission imposes, as an ele 
m entary consideration, upon the Mex 
lean delegates to the conference at 
Niagara 
Falls 
has 
prevented 
them 
m aking any statem ents or declara­ 
tions; but in their desire to m* et the 
wishes of the press they beg to state 
th at they have been most courteously 
treated by all officials and authorities 
of the United States and that they 
have received proofs of cordial sym­ 
pathy from the representatives of va- 
rious South American nations and that 
they go to Niagara Falls anim ated by 
the hop© that an honorable and satis 
factory conclusion will be arrived at 
at the meetings to be held there.” 


H ave No Discretionary Power. 
W hen the report that the d e le g a te 
ar© armed with H uerta’s resignation 
was taken to Senor Rah&sa for con­ 
firmation or denial 
he declined to 
m ake any remarks. 
And he did the 
sam e regarding til© report that they 
had come prepared to make certain 
concessions if the United States would 
secure money for the Huerta regime. 
Contrary to the general Impression 
that Huerta has bestowed great pow­ 
er in the hands of his representatives 
to act for him, it was learned from a 
Mexican official in this city that the 
delegates have been given practically 
no license for independent action and 
th at they will go to the conference pre­ 
pared merely to report to Huerta and 
deliver bls decisions. 
The three delegates with their faro 
ilies and attaches will leave for Niue 
ara Falls at 6 o’clock this evening by 
a New 
York Central train.

have persisted in declining the state 
departm ent s offer of a special train.
